The drive next time will be to re- 


peal many of the indirect taxes, to re- 
duce corporation taxes back to their 
rates of two years ago and to raise the 
exemption limits so as to relieve an 
even larger number of persons of the 
obligations of paying anything. 
It 


would .not be surprising to see an ef- 
fort made by some groups in congress 
to exempt all married persons with an 
income of S3.000 or under from further 
taxation. This will not be easily de- 
feated if at all for the largest num- 
ber of voters cames under that limit 
and there are hardly more than 700,000 
persons with incomes of $10.000 or 
over. There is a school of thought in 
Congress which objects to the idea of 
taxing a few people to pay the entire 
expenses of government and they wn 
instead • advocate that some small tax 
is preferable at all times to total ex- 
emption and is safer in the long run 
from the standpoint of being able to 
calculate definitely on future income 
for the government.

COMET APPROACHING 


EARTH; AT NEAREST 
POINT SUNDAY NIGHT 


Washington, D. C.—C/P)—Paying 


' its third visit in little more than 


a century, the Pous-Winnecke 
comet Sunday nisht, by coming 
within 3,500,000 miles, will make 
its closest contact with the'earth. 
Although naval astronomers here 
and other observers throughout 
the country are planning extensive 
studies at this range, the comet it- 
self may not be the only interest 
ing phenomenon,' for according to 
Prof. Charles P. Oliver of the as- 
tronomy department at the Uni- 
versity of Virgina, there may be 
a shower of meteors as a result of 
.this approach to the earth. 


The comet first came into view 


Monday night and has gradually 
grown brighter 
throughout the 


week. After Sunday night it can 
•be seen for several 
days until, 


about July 1, where it will disap- 
pear over the southern horizon.

Prison Mutineers Yield 


After Split In Ranks 


late Friday ' wKeif 
overpowered" and 


Lansing, Kan.—M5)—A split in the 


ranks of hundreds of convicts in the 
state penitentiary here, following 
a 


fight among mutineers which resulted 
in the surrender of 32S prisoners bar- 
ricaded for 77 hours in a coal mine, 
Saturday promised to speed investiga- 
tion of the outbreak. Precipitated by 
the convict ultimatum—"no cigarets. 
no coal"—the- mutiny reached its'clim- 
ax Tuesday when' the prisoners took 
possession of the mine and made 14 
guards captive.-' ' Their companions 
above the ground then started a riot. 
The'riot was" quickly quelled and the 
mine strike ended 
the leaders were 
forced to abandon their efforts to gain 
more privileges before surrendering. 


As Was the case in two of three pre- 


vious mine strikes, hunger caused the 
men to give up. When the prisoners 
blocked the cage shortly after the noon 
meal was lowered Tuesday, about SO 
men assumed leadership and erecteu ;• 
barricade to cut 
the others oft from 


the shaft. The leaders held all the food 
and also had control of the telephone 
system. The guards, armed only with 
clubs, were locked in an electric shop. 


Although the 
leaders were armed 


with knives, clubs and acid, their hun- 
gry companions attacked them with 
rock's and clubs after attempting to 
set the barricade afire. . The battle 
lasted for nearly half an hour before 
the defenders of the shaft were driven 
to other parts of the mine. The vic- 
tors then released the guards who in- 
formed prison authorities the 
men 


wished to come out. 
, 


Armed guards were lowered to pre- 


vent further 
disorder and the men 


were removed. Many were ill as they 
had had little food and only a limited 
amount of water. Some had attempt- 
ed to cat oats intended for the mules. 
The guards were forced to invade iso- 
lated recesses to find some of 
the 


leaders. 


While many required first aid treat- 


ment, only one convict was seriously 
injured. His skull was fractured wh«n 
another prisoner struck him with a 
brick. ' 


Warden W. H. Mackey announced

Saturday in an effort to fix respon- 
sibility. Dr. Charles S. Huffman, vice 
chairman of the state prison.board, ds- 
clared there were indications of out- 
side influence" in the mutinv.

A bootlegging feud was suspected

His body, with five bullet wounds, was 
round in the flooded basement of an 
unfenantcd house. Daniel Minahan. 
owner of a soft drink parlor admitted 
shooting Bracken after he said the lat- 
ter and a companion had opened fire 
on him. 


Jesse Elliott. 46. was shot to death

China, the American consul

Chow reported Saturday to the state 
department, with the comment that 
the government "appears to be drift- 
ing into the hands of radical labor un- 
ions backed by .the military.

A WAY OUT OF THE TAX 


DIFFICULTY 


We agree entirely with the suggestion 


of Charles D. Rosa of the state tax com- 
mission that the best solution of Wiscon- 
sin's taxation problem is the organization 
of a citizens' committee made up from all 
classes of people representing the various 
businesses of the state; including labor 
and agriculture, and 
composed of men 


''big enough to face conditions honestly," 
to make a thorough study of the subject. 
Whether such a committee is to be origi- 
nated privately or by legislative resolu- 
tion is a matter of secondary importance, 
provided ;t is organized in good faith. A 
resolution of the kind is now before the 
legislature and this newspaper has urged 
its passage. 


The discussion of taxation at a sectional 


meeting of the Wisconsin Bar association 
at Green Bay shows that academic de- 
bate of tax questions produces no results. 
Judge Rosa feels that Wisconsin tax laws 
do not discriminate against corporations 
except the very large ones, and in these 
cases are not detrimental. The manufac- 
turers and other corporate interests, aside 
from the utilities, contend that the laws 
do discriminate against them to'their dis- 
advantage in meeting competition from 
producers in other states. 
They assert 


that our taxes on the whole are larger 
than those of surrounding states. 


Whatever the facts, taxes are high. 


Combined with federal taxes they are ex- 
cessive and much larger than productive 
enterprise and individuals ought to pay. 
When taxes reach, to the owners of a cor- 
porate business, twenty, to twenty-five 
per cent of their net income, and this on a 
comparatively small business, we insist it 
is exorbitant taxation. It can find no jus- 
tification in the normal requirements of 
a government economically and efficient- 
ly conducted. 


We agree with Judge Rosa that the 


differences over taxation in Wisconsin 
are not insuperable. We think they can 
be reconciled by men of broad 
under- 


standing and a sincere purpose to look at 
facts squarely and honestly" and govern 
themselves accordingly. 
The difficult}' 


first is to initiate such a committee and 
next, to organize it with the right kind 
and caliber of men. 
If it can be done we 


have no doubt it will agree upon a defi- 
nite tax policy that the legislature would 
be compelled to respect, and that would 
for'the first time take taxation as nearly 
out of politics as is possible under our 
system of government. The fact that it is 
all politics now is responsible for the con- 
troversy and animosity in which it is in- 
volved.

EYESTRAIX HEADACHE 


Eye specialists estimate that 'from SO to CO j 


cent of all ordinary or functional headaches arc due 
to refractive errors, muscular imbalance or othet 
form of cycstram. \Vc miibt remember that UK 
oculists see only natients who buspoct or whose 
physicians suspect the eyes may be responsible foi 
the headaches. But the oculists freely admit th.it 
the degree of eyestrain responsible'for the headache 
may be trifling, in fact no greater amount of eye- 
strain than almost any of us may have without be- 
ing aware of it. This suggests that some people 
can and do work \ip a headache on slight cause or 
provocation, and it is well to make due allowance ."or 
this variable personal or tempermcntal factor when 
considering the treatment for headache. 


Headache from fault of vision does not depend 


entirely upon near or close work with the e\es. al- 
though such use of the eyes naturally involves the 
most strain. According to the oculists, car sickness 
associated with headache, and bhoppinsr headache, 
movie headache and automobile headache, are in the 
majority of cases due to uncorrected eyestrain. 


Right here we are compelled to risk our neck by 


reminding readers that the business of accommoda- 
tion, or focusing the eyes, is an unconscious one. at 
least in part, and in my opinion an accurate mea- 
surement of vision is Quite impossible in a person 
under middle age unless the unconscious acommo- 
dation is first nut at rest by means of drops. With- 
out the aid of the drops the unconscious part must 
be grucssed at. A guess may do well enough if it is 
only a question or relieving conscious eyestrain, that 
is, strain of which the individual is compainmg. but 
it will not do if it is a Question of headache or other 
disturbance from 
strain of which the individual 


knows nothing. 


Sometimes an eyestrain headache continues even 


after the error has been accurately corrected with 
glasses. When this happens, the environment, hab- 
its or hygiene of the sufferer must be studied. It 
may be that he or she works under a glare, as from 
facing a window, or having a. bright lamp with the 
field of vision, or glittering shiny surfaces tortur- 
ing the eyes, or from excessive illumination—all of 
these faults are very common in industrial and busi- 
ness places. 


A person -subject to eyestrain is naturally more 


sensitive to the depressing effects of foul air, poor 
ventilation, or pollution of the air by odorless car- 
bon dioxide or odorless carbon monoxide. Excessive 
warmth, or stagnation, as in crowded theatres or 
other 
public places, will bring on the headache 


quickly . These unhygienic conditions prevail com- 
monly enough even in modern movie palaces that 
boast of their phenomenal air conditioning equip- 
ment. You can't crowd thousands of people to- 
gether and keep "em as warm as they generally in- 
sist on being kept, in winter, without feeding them 
more or less stagnant, overheated air. 


Moving pictures formerly caused much trouble 


with the eyes, but there is no flicker and no strain 
now. except where the proprietors have the habit of 
inflicting advertisements on the spectators between 
reels. The frightful flashing on and off of the light 
on the screen, when this abuse is perpetrated, is a 
severe strain on even normal eyes. 


There is no characteristic localization of eye- 


strain headache. It may be felt in any part of the 
head.

Not Used to It 


My daughter aged 20 month's has a cough. Is it 


advisable at this time to allow her to be outside 
much, especially as she is not used to it? Can you 
suggest a kindly treatment to stop the habit of 
thumb sucking? (Dad.) 


Answer—As a general rule the more time the 


child spends in the oner air the better for her 
health. Whenever a child enjoys being out of doors 
it is certain, to my mind, "that she can suffer no 
harm from being out. Perhaps if the child were 
used to it she would not have the cough. The kind- 
liest treatment I know for the thumb sucking habit 
is incessant punishment, usually two or three mild 
slaps of the hand for such offense. Persevere in 
this and you will overcome the habit.

LIFE INSURANCE

Washington, D. C.—The life insur- 


ace business is ever now and then get- 
ing a bad rap, such as that unfolded 
by the murder trial in New York 
which revealed that a man might be 
nsured for an amount that he did not 
•enow anything about, under a double 
ndemnity clause to which he was a 
stranger, and then find himself the ob- 
ect of a coroner's inquest with a faith- 
ess wife and her paramour held to 
account for his sudden demise. 


Husbands who are not exactly cer- 


:ain where their wives have been 
spending week-ends will be poor pros- 
pects for life insurance salesmen for 
somo time—at elast until that afla.r 
over on Long Island gets off the first 
iage of the newspapers and a home- 
ovmg man can hang a picture without 
shuddering over "the thought of what 
deadly uses can be made of the wire. 
It is even posible that some policies 
will be canceled by cautious individuals 
who think they may live longer if not 
so heavily insured. 


However, in spite of all such handi- 


caps the life insurance business is car- 
rying on bravely and is what might be 
termed one of the major industries of 
the world. There are 357 companies 
he Unite..'" States and they have assets 
aggregating 'almost 
$13,000,000,000, 


with insurance in force totaling more 
than 580,000,000,000. 


Fifty-two of the larger companies 


iield at the close of the last calendar 
rear city mortgages worth $$3,123,000,- 
000, farm mortgages of SJl.960,000,000 
railroad stocks and bonds with a value 
of $2,-j35,000,000, government obliga- 
tions to the amount of $1,116,000,000, 
and public utility securities to the ex- 
tent of $819,000,000. These 52 compan- 
es had 92.4 per cent of the assets of 
all the life insurance companies in the 


nitcd States. 
It is impossible to state, with accur- 


acy, how many individuals are covered 
>y tho vast amount of insurance in 
force, because many of the 
insured 


irry more than one policy. Leroy 


A. Lincoln, general counsel of the Me- 
tropolitan Life Insurance company 
estimates, however, that at least 5S,- 
000,000 people are protected by life in- 
surance for an average, per person, of 
about $1.400. or. exclusive of indus- 
trial insurance, about $2,600. 
LARGELY FOR CITY DWELLERS 
Substantially, all this insurance is on 


the lives of city dwellers. Kural fam- 
ilies—residents on farms and in com- 
munities of less than 2500 inhabitants 
—are difficult to reach and. hence, arc 
still largely out of the Held of life in- 
surance protection, according to Mr. 
Lincoln. In the cities, in marked con- 
trast, there is scarcely a home without 


one or more insurance policies, and 
there are cities in which the number 
of policies in force exceeds the total 
population." 


Last year American 
policyholdefB 


and their beneficiaries were paid §1,- 
350,000,000 by the life insurance com- 
panies. Death claims were paid to the 
beneficiaries of 500,000 insured persons. 
In twenty years more than $14,000,000,- 
000 has been paid to policyholders and 
Lheir beneficiarico—about $6,000,000,000 
in death claims and $8,000,000,000 to 
living policyholders. 


One of the services which life in- 


surance companies render the public 
in addition to paying death benefits 
and acting as savings banks, so to 
speak, is illustrated by a housing en- 
terprise in New York. The 'aw of that 
State limited life insurance real es- 
tate holdings practically to the real es- 
tate needed for their own occupancy in 
the conduct of their own business, but 
when there was a serious shortage of 
cheap housing about five years ago the 
legislature amended that law in an un- 
usual fashion. It did not authorize the 


3 insurance companies to go as far 


as they liked in the matter of acquir- 
ing real estate, nor did it encourage 
them in the erection of skyscrapers for 
bis business or high rental apartments 
for the wealthy class. 
Instead the legislature authorized 


the companies to own real estate upon 
which there should b</erected dwelling 
houses or apartments to be rented for 
not to exceed nine, dollars per room per 
month. That is regarded as an ex- 
tremely low rent. One company un- 
dertook the experiment, Mr. Lincoln 
relates, and constructed 
apartment 


buildings that have proved to be excel- 
lent investments in addition to afford- 
ing modern,.pleasant, and attractive 
homes for a great many people. Rent- 
ed within the limits prescribed by the 
law, these apartments have yielded a 
net return of S.S per cent, of which 
the company credits 6 per cent to in- 
terest on its investment and sets aside 
28 per cent to amortize the cost of the 
enterprise.

Insurance companies, or those who 


control them, naturally are interested 
in seeing people enjoy good health and 
live long, and they have found it "good 
business' to do all in their power to 
bring that about. This brings them 
into the field of welfare work. 


"Life insurance is inseparably asso- 


ciated with' length ot life," says Mr. 
Lincoln. "The longer people live, the 
cheaper life insurance becomes for all. 
The longer people live and arc able lo 
follow their accustomed pursuits, the 
greater is the asset of human values iu 
the nation'* balance sheet. The longrr 


good health and activity continue, the 
greater the sum total of happiness to 
ndividuals and their families. 


"These conclupsions, give them sep- 


arately what weight you will, have led 
to the concept of longevity as a proper 
aim for life insurance company ser- 
vice. The field is large and its culti- 
vation is hardly more than begun, but 
•emarkable achievements have already 
demonstrated the soundness of the at- 
.empt." 


Sir! Lincoln cites 
one company 


which reports that the average length 
of life among its policyholders in the

Babson Optimistic Over 


Conditions In West, South 


Babson Park, Mass. — During' the 


past thrco weeks Kogcr W. Babson 
has been making a survey of manu- 
facturing conditions In the West and 
South, lie has returned very optimis- 
tic on opportunities in certain South- 
ern states and believes that the West 
will continue to do more and more 
manufacturing. 
His complete state- 


ment is as follows: 


"For some time my Xcw England 


friends have been complaining about 
the poor conditions in the textile mills 
and tho shoe factories ot New Eng- 
land. - Moreover, their statements have 
been backed up by statistics. All pub- 
lished figures show that most Xew 
England mills have been suffering sev- 
erely the past two or three years. This 
has resulted in a Decline in the price 
of many mills stocks and a general 
breaking up of morale. Considering 
what Xew England has done for the 
entire country, and especially consid- 
ering that Xew England created the 
textile industry and the shoe indus- 
try, this is at least unfortunate if not 
unjust. We know that Xcw England 
has the capital and the brains to com- 
pete successfully with any part of 
the country. Moreover, its waterpow- 
er possibilities should give it 
very 


cheap hydro electric service. 


"Upon going West I visited St. Louis 


and some of the other Western 
shoe 


manufacturing centers. 
As reported, 


I found these busy. The St. Louis fae 
tories, which are now among the larg 
est in the world, are very busy; while 
shoe factories in the smaller towns are 
not complaining. When reaching the 
textile centers of the South, I found 
tho Southern cotton mills exception 
ally busy. 
Many mills are working 


not only all day, but also all night. 
Coming from Xew England as I did 
(where mills are shut down entirely 
or working only two or three days a 
week) to the Southland and finding 
the mills v.orkmg twenty-four hours a 
day, the change was very impressive. 
Moreover, the Southern manufactur- 
ers are apparently happy and very 
hopeful.

"In talking with some of the large 


mill owners of the South. I referred 
to the report in the Xorth that Mr. 
Hmes, the new head of the Cotton 
Manufacturers Association, has been 
given the task of eliminating night 
work in the Southern mills.' Southern 
manufacturers were very indignant at 
this report stating that Mr. Hines' job 
is to secure additional markets and 
find additional use for cotton goods. 
This clearly illustrates the two differ- 
ent points of view between the Xorth 
and the South. Southern mills are 
running nights primarily because there 
is an excess labor supply, but also be 
cause it is so cool nights that the em 
ployees prefer night work. I see little 
hope of getting Southern mills not to 
run nights so long as they can sell 
the goods. I cannot speak too highly 
of the character of the Southern white 
labor who are working in these mills. 
They arc a fine lot of men and women 
who como from the mountains 
with 


health, ambition and a desire to work. 


"There is a spirit of friendless and 


cooperation in these Southern mills 
which is unknown in New England ci- 
ties. Of course, this-same situation 
once existed in Lowell, Lawrence and 
other Massachusetts mill centers, and 
the South may not enjoy this condi- 
tion fifty years hence, but today labor 
conditions there are ideal. It is a 
mistake to think that Southern mills 
are successful because they are near 
tho cotton fields, or that Western 
shoe factories are successful because 
they are near the ranches. Freight 
rates on raw cotton 
or leather are 


very low and arc little or no factor in 
the price of the manufactured pro- 
duct. The Southern advantage lies in 
these four factor: 
(1) 
An exhaus- 


tible s«pply of efficient 
and 
happy 


American labor. (2) A climate- which 
gives long days, makes nights work 
attractive and supplies an abundance 
of fresh air and sunshine. (3) A low 
cost of living in connection with food 
supplies, rent, fuel and clothes. (4) 
An abundance of water power at very 
Ion* rates. 
WHY WESTERN FACTORIES ARE 


GROWING 


""While in the East the small manu- 


facturer seems to be severely handi- 
capped today, this is not so true in 
the West. While the big corporations 
seem to be getting most of the profit- 
able business in the East, the small 
manufacturers of the "West continue 
to do a fair business. To a certain ex- 
tent this is due to better labor condi- 
tions and a lower cost of lix-ing in the 
West than in the East. There also 
seems to be a certain local pride and 
interest in 'patronising home indust- 
ies'. Moreover, the increased freight 
rates on manufactured products help 
western factories. When the railroads 
raise rates on manufactured products 
it serves as a protective tariff against 
the big factories of the East. This is 
another illustration of the old saying 
that every cloud has a. silver lining. 
Without doubt increased freight rates 
raise the prices which the consumer 
must pay. but increased fcright rates 
help local industries. This, in turn, 
gives more employment to local peo- 
ple and diversifies the income produc- 
ing factors of these Western commu' 
nities. 


"As new industries are started in 


the Western states these states arc 
less dependent on merely agriculture. 
Hence, the one important impression 
which this recent trip gave me is that 
the South and West will not slop with 
the manufacture of cotton, shoes, au- 
tomobiJcs. etc.

Wise Motorist Will See That 


Storage Battery Is Well 
Filled •

Back In the days of '49, many A 


gold-seeker died of thirst on western 
desert plains, but you don't hear of 
such things nowadays. 
' 


"Yet. wo sec many cases of death 


from lack o£ water," says Mr. Schroe- 
der, local Willard Service Station op- 
erator. 
"They are battery deaths, 


however," he adds. 


"The one thing most likely to bring 


a storage battery to an untimely end 
is thirst. Many a battery is expected 
to travel. indefinitely without water, 
but none will do it. This is especially 
the case" in summer.. 


"The simplest and surest means of 


committing battery murder is to use 
it without giving it water. "Without 
water tho plates become hard and a'rV 
rapidly overheated by the charging 
current. . This may cause the plates 
to buckle and completely ruin the- 
battery. 


"Filling a battery too full Is almost" 


as bad as not filling it enough. 'If 
filled above the right point, the acid 
solution will overflow and eat away 
the wood case and injure any part ot 
the, car with which it comes in con- 
tact. 


"It the specific gravity of the solu- 


tion becomes less and less, the car 
owner may be deceived into believ- 
ing that 
the acid has evaporated.' 


What really happens is this: As the 
battery discharges, the acid in the "so- 
lution is absorbed by the plates. 
If. 


this process continues until the b 
tery is fully discharged,• the solution 
is "almost all water. " Recharging the 
battery forces the acid out of the 
plates into the ^solution again.

acid, only the water evaporates, and 
ail the car owner need do is. see that 
the battery is supplied with distilled 
water to replace what is lost by evap- 
oration. Acid should never be added 
by the 
car owner.
